The Wells and Wellington Affair 


Mr R.W. Wells and Mr C.R. Wellington 
were the authors of two substantial taxonomic 
treatises on the Australian herpetological fauna 
which were severely criticised by Dr Monteith 
in his Editorial in the last News Bulletin (Vol. 
21 pt. 3, August 1985). Mr Wells sought the 
privilege of having a rejoinder published in 
this present issue. The [xecutive agreed to 
allocate 2 pages for his rejoinder if he lodged 
if before the News Bulletin Editor's deadline - 
18 October. If his article does not exceed 2 
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pages it will be published without editing of 
any kind. 


Others have now joined the fray. The 
Australian Society of Herpetologists has 
foreshadowed to the International Commission 
on Zoological Nomenclature a case to suppress 
the nomenclatural changes proposed by Wells 
and Wellington in two issues of their private 
journal styled the "Australian Journal of 
Herpetology". More than 150 Australian and 
U.S. herpetologists have signed an 
undertaking not to use Wells and Wellington's 
nomenclature in their own publications. Two 
other biological societies have requested 
permission to quote from, or republish, Dr 
Monteith's Editorial in their own circulars to 
members. More recently (9 October), the plot 
thickened with the wide distribution of a 
forged letter on Queensland Museum letterhead 
purporting to be an open letter from Dr 
Monteith in which he admitted to all kinds of 
imaginary villainies. The situation is rapidly 
becoming remarkably complex, with all the 
ingredients needed for a novel by a latter-day 
Agatha Christie or Dorothy Sayers.

The principal innovation he _ will be 
working on over the next few yeurs therc is to 
attempt to establish a national centre for forest 
ecology - a topic of great local, national and 
international importance. 


He leaves the School of Australian 
Environmental Studies at Griffith University 
after nine years. before that he was at the 
CSIRO Division of Entomology in Canberra for 
five years.

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THE INTERNATIONAL CODE OF ZOOLOGICAL NOMENCLATURE 


This report covers broadly a discussion 
of the new third edition (1985) at the July and 
August 1985 meetings of the Brisbane Insect 
Taxonomy Group; it is not issued for the 
permanent scientific record (Art. 8b). 


Less than a century after Linnaeus 
(1758), individuality of usage was already 
causing much confusion in taxonomy. The 
British Association (or Strickland) Code 
(1842), with amendments and clones such as 
the American Oe ee Union Code, 
sufficed until the gles Internationales (1905, 
readily consulted in Schenk an vicMasters, 
3rd edn, 1956). These Régles, with further 
amendments at several International Congresses 
of Zoology, served until after World War II 
(the ~obennagen Decisions, published as 
Recommendations in : were largely 
ignored). 


The first and second editions of the 
International Code (1961, 1964), even with fine 
expositions by Blackwelder (1967) and Mayr 
(1969), coped for barely a decade, and work 
started on a third edition in 1973, The draft 
text was approved in principle by the XX 
General Assembly of the International Union of 
Biological Sciences in Helsinki (1979), subject 
to approval of the wording by the International 
Commission on Zoological Nomenclature. This 
was granted late in 1983, and the definitive 
Code was published in February 1985. 


Given this ever-contracting time-scale, it 
is not suprising that applications for 
amendments were appearing in Bull. zool. Nom. 
even before publication of the Code. Apart 
from a spirited objection to the language of the 
Code by one Commissioner, these proposals are 
notable both for their variety, and _ the 
conflicting opinions held on_ them. They 
involve Articles 8-9 (distinction between works 
suppressed, and works rejected for 
nomenclatural purposes); 5Je (need for 
brackets around authors of new combinations); 
99b 6(a point on homonymy); and =70b 
(misidentified type species). It might have 
been wiser to have frozen the new Code for 
some years to allow any accumulation of 
individual problems that might have arisen to 
be viewed against the whole text before 
resolution. 


The new text largely follows the format 
and sequence of the old, with Appendices 
unchanged, but the Code proper and Glossary 
twice as long. Apart from this fuller 
treatment, changes of two general kinds are 


involved, Firstly, low-level but pervading 
Stylistic amendments have had greater clarity 
as their aim, and it is now spelt out (Art. 
87a) that the Glossary is part of the Code, 
and that its meanings are the meanings to be 
understood in interpreting the Code. What, 
then, is to be made of one author's recent 
"Designation of a holotype in this paper is 
intended solely as a way of identifying a 
particular specimen chosen  ffor’ detailed 
description and illustration. It is not meant to 
represent this specimen as an ideal, norm, or 
standard of the species". The Glossary muy 
also settle a difference over the distinction, if 
any, between systematics and taxonomy. 


For all this, three major stylistic points 
referred to the Commission by the Editorial 
Committee were not adopted, but left for 
further consideration: the need for a single 
word for the various categories that carry a 
name ("type" is too loose; “onomatophore", 
though used by some, was rejected for the 
ugly compromise "name-bearing type"); the 
need for a single word such as the "epithet" 
used in botany for the second word of a 
binomen, or second and third words of a 
trinomen; and, again as in botany, the 
desirability of avoiding the concept of "nominal 
taxon" by treating name-bearing types as 
types of names, rather than as types of 
nominal taxa designated by names. 


The other area of major change, based as 
it is on fhe changing nature of science and 
technology, and of liberal education itself, 
touches on two controversial issues. 
Curiously, one involves a softening, the other 
a hardening of attitude. In the Régles (Art. 
25), the criterion for availability was simply 
that a work be published (which, at that time, 
meant type-set). The first edition of the Code 


(Art. 8) allowed ink on _  ~paper, i.e. 
mimeographing etc. The new edition (Arts 
8-9) opens the door to the photocopier - a 


work is available provided it states that it is 
issued for the scientific record, is obtainable 
by purchase or free of charge, and is 
comprised of multiple, identical, simultaneously 
produced copies. Photocopies, excellent as 
many of them are, can only raise difficulties. 
Perhaps the solution will lie in confining new 
names and other nomenclatural acts to those 
registered in Zool. Rec., or at least 
designated serials. 


On the other hand, the examples from 
Latin, the grammar of which is as irregular as 
any other, are considerably multiplied, though

the only generation of taxonomists who know 
the language is about to. retire. This 
difficulty will be compounded by computers - 
will they recognize and, having done so, 
distinguish between changed or even similar 
endings; will they recognise a name raised by 
an author who specifies (whether knowingly or 
unknowingly) that he is using that name 
ungrammatically? This problem of Latin was 
admittedly skirted in the discussion, except 
for the point that suprageneric taxa are by 
nature plural (Art. 11f i), i.e. "The order 
Diptera comprises many families, of which the 
Tabanidae are one", Readers’ will find 
Stearn's Botanical Latin (1966) or Woods's 
Naturalist's Lexicon (1944) very helpful, but 

culties remain unless’ derivations are 
given. For example, if exotic words can be 
deemed to be Latin, with Latin endings, are 
opossum and canguru to be distinguished (Art. 
Ib iii)? And are halus (Malay, delicate) and 
thamada (Thai, ordinary, plain) indeclinable 
(Art. 31b)? 


Two changes involving especial, rather 
than general cases have been made. While a 
proposal for a dual nomenclature in fossils 
(i.e. separate classifications for animals and 
parts of animals) was not adopted, an earlier 
ruling to omit the work (i.e. traces, tracks 
etc.) of animals (which had, by iniplication, 
also included extinct ones) was overturned, 
but only for the needs of palaeontology. Taxa 
based on these trace fossils are to be termed 
"ichnotaxa" (Art. 1d) (Greek ichnos, a track). 


Likewise, where in modern microbiology 
one individual alone cannot serve as_ the 
name-bearer, a preparation, or suite of 
preparations bearing multiple specimens may be 
designated as "“haptanotype" (Art. 72c iv) 
(Greek haptos, fixed to). This is subject to 
the exclusion of specimens found to be 
non-conspecific, but may not be restricted by 
a lectotype designation. 


The English index might better have been 
placed last. Two useful additions are a 
separate index of Latin names used in the 
Examples, and a dichotomous table of all names 
(showing the link bctween a junior primary 
homonym, say, and available names), all 
nomenclatural acts, and all written works. 


As for the Code itself, the Introduction 
(on which the discussion inevitably leaned 
heavily) first provides a useful summary of the 
distinction between the requirements of the 
Code and individual taxonomic judgement, 
making, among others, the important point that 
there is no case-law in zoological nomenclature. 
Each case is to be judged on its merits.

Without going into the arithmetic, the &8 
Articles of the Code are grouped into 18 
chapters: 1-6: Zoological nomenclature; 
Number of words in _ scientific names of 
animals; Criteria of publication and 
availability; Date of publication; Validity of 
names. 7-12:  ##Formation and treatment of 
names ; Fanily-group, genus-group and 
species-group taxa and names; Authorship; 


Homonymy. 13-16: Type concept in 
nomenclature; Types in family, genus and 
species group. 17-18: International 
Commission on Zoological Nomenclature ; 
Regulations governing Code. Given _ this 


sceming order, the Code is nevertheless a 
very complex document, and it can be difficult 
to find the answer to precisely one's question 
(e.g. the matter of misidentified type species 
is spreac over six Articles in five Chapters). 
Further, its force tends to be prejudiced by a 
multiplication of Recommendations. 


It was not possible to pursue topics in 
great depth, but some Articles that have 
changed considerably (including Arts 8-9 on 
publication already mentioned) are: 


Art. 3: Nomenclature now begins with 
Linnaeus's Systema Naturae (10th edn) and 


Clerck's Aranei Svecici, both deemed to date 
from 1.i1.1758, with Clerck having priority over 
Linnaeus. 


Art 6 provides for interpolations, in the 
manner of subgenera between genera and 
species, to designate aggregations of species 
(superspecies) within a genus-group taxon, 
and aggregates of subspecies within a species. 
The mind boggles at the full name of hybrids 
of common butterflies, say, or of their 
hybrids. 


Leaving aside the special cuscs of 
ichnotaxa and haptanotypes, the chapters on 
types retuin the general terminology of earlier 
editions. The type series now excludes 
material used in describing a species, but not 
listed specifically under Types (Art, 72b vi). 
The name-bearing types are either single 
specimens (holotype, lectotype, neotype), or a 
number of specimens of equal value (syntypes) 
(Arts 73-75). Paratypes and paralectotypes 
comprise the balance of the type series after 
the holotype and _  Iectotype have been 
designated. Interestingly, although it has 
long been mandatory for a genus to have a 
type species to be valid (Art. 13b), a4 
name-bearing type at species level need not 
yet be designated. The term "“allotype" is 
admitted in Recommendation 72A. 


A considerable, and interesting expansion 
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in this area tends ,to repair a greyness in 
earlier ditions, and _ signals u _ sharper 
distinction between holotype, lectotype and 
syntypes (all based on existing material), and 
neotype (possibly, though not necessarily 
based on non-original material). 


Thus, if a holotype is designated, the 
balance of the type series become puratypes. 
These paratypes do not become syntypes, and 
are therefore not available for lectotype 
designation, if the holotype is lost (Art. 72b 
v). Likewise, in the case of a syntype series, 
if a lectotype is designated, the balance of the 
syntypes become paralectotypes, and do not 
regain their status as syntypes if the lectotype 
is lost (Art. 73b ii). 


The system thus moves’_ inexorably 
towards designation of a neotype (Art. 75) if 
there is no holotype, lectotype or syntvpes (or 
prior neotype), although this is by no means 
an automatic step. In addition to several 
qualifying conditions that must be met before a 
neotype designation is valid, a neotype can be 
designated only in certain admitted 
circumstances (e.g. a critical revisionary 
study of the species in question, and then 
only if it is essential to solve a complex 
zoological problem). Further, the existence of 
surviving paratypes or paralectotypes is no 
bar to a neotype designation from beyond that 
material if an exceptional situation still exists. 
[Excluding circumstances are that a neotype not 
be designated as an end in itself or as a 
curatorial routine; any neotype so designated 
has no standing in nomenclature. A _ helpful 
corollary is a Recommendation (75E) that 
neotypes be exploited by way of the Plenary 
Powers to clarify nomina dubia that threaten 
the stability of later, but widely used names. 


The new Code is _  all-embracingr. Its 
publication date is given as February 1985 on 
the title page, and Bull. zool. Nom. 42: 100 
specifies 12.ii.1985 (Art. Tic). Under Art. 
84, it is effective from that date, and 
retroactive only in regard to the cut-off point 
1984/85 for treatment of the German umlaut. 
It supersedes all previous editions of the Code 
and Regles; previous amendments are valid 
only if they are reaffirmed in the new Code, 
and then only as there exprcssed. The 
cumbrous formal citation of the Code is divided 
between an Explanatory Note, the Preamble 
and Art. 83. It is available from Publication 
Sales, British Museum (Natural  Ilistory), 
Cromwell Road, London, at £16.50 including 
postage. You should buy one; it is well worth 
the price, and _ the financially troubled 
International Trust deserves your help.

CSIRO Division of Entomology 


The Division has received a number of 
short- and long-term visitors in the past few 
months.

D.P.P. Weeds Section

persisting well on oogoora Burr in the 
vicinity of Darwin. 


He is also bulk-rearing Chlamisus leaf 
beetles pending clearance for their release on 
Mimosa pigre, stands of which were viewed by 
executives of the CSIRO Institute of Biological 
Resources in September. 


Joe Balciunas, an entomologist from the 
University of Florida seeking biocontrol agents 
for Hydrilla verticillata, examined Top End 
infestations of this aquatic weed for 2 weeks in 
October. In the same month, Colin Wilson 
spoke to students about entomology and 
biological control as part of Science for Schools 
Week in the Northern Territory. 


D.P.P. Entomology Section 


Severe late defoliation by case-worm 
(seemingly oa stagnalis) occurred 
patchily in Ian Cook's dry season rice plots at 
Tortilla Flats. He is gathering data on 
possible yield effects for comparison with 
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results of experiments on artificial defoliation 
by 'whipper-snipper'. 


Geoff Strickland, Greg Crawford and most 
other staff have been much involved in the 
ramifications of a sharp increase in the 
infestation of cultivated fruits in Darwin by 
the local fruit fly Dacus aquilonis, previously 
bred from such hosts only sporadically. The 
problem has been discussed at meetings with 
commercial growers.

BAD NEWS FROM 
THE BISHOP MUSEUM 


15 July 1985 
Dear Colleagues, 


Recent reorganization and major budget 
cuts at the Bishop [useum have resulted in 
large reductions in professional staff in the 
Department of Entomology. These reductions 
will affect not only the operation of this 
important collection, but also its relationship to 
other collections and to scientists throughout 
the world. The current situation is as 
follows. 
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In research, G. Allan Samuelson (Curator 
of Coleoptera) and Francis G. Howarth 
(Curator of the Hawaiian Collection) were 
fired. Wayne C. Gagne (Curator of 
Hemiptera) was transferred out of Entomology 


into the Education Department. Frank J. 
Radovsky (Chairman) has submitted his 
resignation, citing Ween philosophical 
differences seer with the current 


administration. Several months prior to the 
cuts, Wallace Steffan (Curator of Diptera) left 
to take another position, and his job was not 
filed. JoAnn Tenorio (Curator of Arachnology 
and Ectoparasitology) is now 50% in Bishop 
Museum Press. When Frank Radovsky leaves, 
not one full-time Ph.D. researcher will be left 
on the staff. 


In collection management, the loss of most 
of the research staff, who also functioned as 
Curators, and the dismissal of 3 of our most 
experienced technicians will necessitate major 
changes in management of the over 13 million 
arthropod specimens, which include 13,000 
primary types. 


Major priorities for the collection under 
present circumstances will include protection 
from deterioration, incorporation of returned 
loans, and limited access by scientists to the 
collection. Handling of high priority loan 
requests, such as of types, will be on a 
time-available basis. I will endeavour to 
respond to all queries regarding the 
collections,

care of and access to this collection and 
possible diminution of an international scientific 
resource, please direct a letter of support to 
the following:

RETIREMENT OF BARRY MOORE 


Barry Moore is retiring from the CSIRO 
Division of Entomology at the end of November 


this year. His decision to retire at 60 was 
taken so that he might be able to give greater 
emphasis to his field-related activities than is 
currently possible. 


Barry's interest in entomology developed 
during his early childhood in southern England 
and has been a continuing passion ever since. 
He finished school as an evacuee during the 
second world war and decided to follow a 
career in chemistry. He attended Sheffield 
University and gained 4 B.Sc. and Ph.D. 
before going on, as a DSIR_ scholar, to 


complete a second doctorate at Oxford 
University (1947-56), in alkaloid chemistry 
under Sir Robert Robinson (the leading 


organic chemist of the time, and president of 
the Royal Socicty). After completion of his D. 
Phil. Barry went to the Canadian National 
Research Council Laboratorics, in Ottawa, to 
tuke up a post-doctoral fellowship in alkaloid 
chemistry with Lee Marion (1950-51). 


From Canada, Barry returned to England 
to take up a position at the then DSIR 
Infestution Control laboratory at Slough. licre 
he worked with Paul Kewlett on the relation 


between chernical structure and activity in 
synergists of the pyrethrins from 1951 to 1958. 
It was at Slough that he was able to foster his 
interest in Coleoptera, which had begun 
during the later years of his period in 
Sheffield and continued in Canada, where 
Barry developed a close assocation with Bill 
Brown, curator of Coleoptera at the Canadian 
National Insect Collection. At Slough, Barry 
ventured into the taxonomy and biology of 
spider beetles and ciscovered a special case of 
parthenogenesis in what was then known as 
Ptinus latro. le found that, although it was 
necessary for females to mate, the sperm they 
received played no active part in the process, 
it merely stimulated maturation of the egg. 
This is known as gynogenesis and it is an 
intermediate form of parthenogenesis. Because 
the female can mate with males of several 
closely-related species, Barry named it Ptinus 
mobilis. Although ostensibly employed on 
insecticides, he became the first member of the 
Slough laboratory to get un overseas trip for 
taxonomic purposes when he went to 
Copenhagen to study Ptinidee in the Fabrician 
collection. . 


In 1958, Barry came to Australia to take 
up a position on the Phytochemical Survey at 
CSIRO's Fishermen's Bend laboratory. [It was 
here that he met his future wife, Honor, who 
was a botunist there). In late 1960, he came 
to Canberra to initiate a programme on 
chemical communication in the Division of 
Entomology, a programme that has continued 
on to this day. His early work in this area 
involved chemical communication in termites and 
he was the first person to isolate a scert-trail 
pheromone. He is now very much a world 
authority in the field of chemical communication 
unc his many achievements include: the 
identification of the ‘warning: odours’ 
(pyrazines) of many aposematic insects and the 
development of a chemical background in 
mimicry, demonstrating a complete spectrum 
between the Datesian and Mullerian catremes. 


Always in the background has been his 
more traditional entomological interest in 
coleopteran taxonomy and biology of carabids 
(areas in which he is now a world authority). 
Ile managed to combine his foreground and 
background activities in his pioneering work 
on the chemotaxonomy of the Carabidae, based 
upon defence mechanisms. Barry has an 
enormous world collection of carabids and has 
effectively taken over the mantle of P.J. 
Darlington as expert on  Australian-Pacific 
Carabidae. He has also written the carabid 
section for the Zoological Catalogue of 
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Australia (ABRS). He has been writing "A 


Guide to the Beetles of South-Eastern 
Australia" which is being progressively 
published by Max Mould's Australian 


Entomological press; 6 fascicles have appeared 
to date, about half of the final total. 


Barry's interest in carabids has taken him 
around many of the Pacific-area countries 
including: New Zealand, New Guinea, New 
Caledonia, Norfolk Island and Fiji. He has 
just written up the carabidology of Fiji, and 
has recently returned from the _ Royal 
Entomological Society Project Wallace’ in 
Sulawesi, where he spent a month studying in 
relation to his work on Oriental intrusions into 
Australian fauna. This topic will take up a 
major part of his time during retirement. 


Barry was 4 foundation member of the 
Australian Entomological Society and has 
served the Society as Vice President in 
1972-1974, and as General Editor in 1975-1980. 
In the latter capacity his broad background in 
science was particularly valuable. 


A man of many talents, Barry does all the 
illustrations for his taxonomic papers and also 
he has written an illustrated book entitled 
"Life on 40 acres". Published in 1978, this 
book describes some cxperiences of a naturalist 
in the Australian bush. fThis particular 40 
acre block is just outside Canberra and Barry 
considers its function to be that of a 
mini-research station. He had also bought an 
acre of tropical rain forest in Queensland for 
similar purposes. Thus, Barry Moore has had 
an extremely productive and rewarding 
working career and his early retirement will 
allow him to change emphasis somewhat, to 
pursue matters closer to his heart, and to 
dispense with the administration associated 


with senior positions.
